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Very often, we students in the madaris get attracted from certain muslim brothers who are new to Islam or have some 
knowledge on certain topics and begin to debate with others. They have been given some clue words and because of 
less Mutala and not going in debt in such topics, we students get stuck to get an answer. For some people is this an 
opportunity to get to know this type of abhaath and going on a further mutala , whereas for most of the students it's an 
unanswered question which later on has a result that these students become affected by these groups and leave there 
manhaj (way), thinking that this is not authentic enough in the field of dalail. 

One of these attacks which we students face is to be called the Ahlul Ray. Due to the fact that we follow the Hanafi Fiqh, 
we are called: "the Ahlul Ray". If these people where to ask who are the ahlul ray, they say, those who leave the quran 
and sunnah and follow their own opinion. These people are the Ahlul Ray. And a muhadith goes always against a Ahlul 
Ray. 

Let us make an analyses of these type of statements, which we student come across and without knowing we all can 
answer this simple question. 

The riyaal of sahihayn. 

The riyaal of sahihayn are enough to prove the false statements of these people and will encourage us students to do 
more mutala of books which are not a part of the darsiyaat.

Together with this, if the Ahlul Ray they do not have enough ahadith, how is it so, that they narrated so much ahadith? 
Even they all have Muhaditheen as student. 

Now the question acquires, what's the meaning of ahlul ray? 

The Ashaabul Lugha has given the definition of Ahlul Ray: 
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We all can see that Ahlul Ray is no one else than a faqeeh. The one who does istinbaat of masail. 
This goes fully against the concept which are preached by some of our muslim brothers.
